GOING INTO DEEPER DEPTHS. 





It is both the privilege and duty of 
all Christians to be strong in the Lord, 
and surely no one has a right to be 
spiritually feeble. Yet many Chris- 
tians seem to think that they are ir- 
reversibly doomed, while here in this 
world, to spiritual weakness. But pro- 
vision has been made that all may be 
strong, and, of course, all are placed 
under corresponding obligation to ‘ac- 
cept and seek the possession of the 
proffered grace. Hence the apostles 
positively orders the churches to “be 
perfect,” “be strong,” “quit you like 
men,” and, “be strong in the Lord 
and in the power of His might.” 


In the analysis of this subject please 
note that all may be strong. The 
whole Church is addressed in the 
text, and this implies that the whole 
Church may be strong. All may not 
have much money, or great learning, 
or high social position, or any of the 
natural means of exerting an _ influ- 
ence, yet all may have purity and be 
endued ‘with power from on_ high. 
Many of the most efficient laborers of 
every age have been the most desti- 
tute of the natural resources of power. | 
Their great might has been the in- | 
dwelling spirit of power and | 
of love and of a _ sound mind. | 
This cannot be found where many 
seek it, in scientific study, or foreign ! 
travel, or any of the helps of mere 
intellectual culture, but may be found 
in union with Christ, which all, even 
the most lowly, may enjoy. 


Some one has said that all must be 
strong or criminal. The text and its 
parallels are mandatory, and no one 
ean be inattentive to commands and 
be innocent. To seek the Spirit in 
such a limited measure as leaves 
us feeble is evident disobedience 
to the command to seek Him 
in such a measure as will make' 
us strong in the Lord. While,| 
therefore, a weak faith, and | 
consequent defective graces,are as far 
as they go, pure and good, neverthe- 
less, to continue or remain weak in 
faith and defective in the graces is 
very sinful, because God has provided 
better things, and, pressing them up- 
on us, orders us to accept them. There 
is, then, no more apology for spiritual 
weakness than there is for lying, 
swearing, or any other form of diso- 
bedience to God’s orders. Yet many 
point, it would seem, with a kind of 
spiritual pride to their weak faith and 
great unbelief as evidence that they 
are not over-righteous, or that they 
are not contracted in their views and 
feelings, or that they do not belong 
to the “holier-than-thou” class of 
Christians. How often we hear the 
expressions, complacently uttered, “O, 
my faith is so weak!” or “O, I am 











such an unbeliever!” Now, no one has 
a right to utter such sentiments, for 
no one,“has a right to be in such a 





‘istian character, to cherish and, 
@boint to great worldliness, or great | 
sensuality and lust, or great wicked- | 
ness of any other form,—for unbelief, 
which is always associated with spir- 
jtual feebleness, and measured by it, | 
is the prolific parent of all vices. To 
declare our sympathy, therefore, with! 
unbelief is to declare our acceptance 
of its fruitage, or sympathy with vice. 
To govern himself, to overcome the 
world and to accomplish the work 
here assigned him, the Christian must 
“be strong in the Lord and in the 
power of his might;” and this is with- 
in his reach, and a failure to grasp 
it is highly censurable, for there is 
strength for all, ana consecration and 
obedience 'will-go a long way up the 
hill ° 
Please bear in mind _ that this 
strength is in the Lord. It is divine 
power put in motion by the creature’s 
faith. “God is our refuge and 
strength.” “The Lord Jehovah is my 
“strength and song.” When the Chris- 
tian is filled with the Spirit there is 
a complete crucifixion of self, and he 
feels that his own strength is gone, 
and in the distinct conciousness of his 
own weakness his. faith moves the 
Mighty Arm. It is at this point of ex- 
perience that he can appropriate the 
apostle’s language: “Therefore I glo- 
ry in infirmities, in reproaches, in 
* necessities, in persecutions, in dis- 
tresses for Christ’s sake; for when I 
am weak then I am strong.” Many, 
at times, and‘ with feeble purpose,seek 
this power under mistaken notion that 
its possession 'will cause them to feel 
like spiritual giants, and make their 
work appear to others like the work 
of masters, or will enable them to do 
something that will excite the 'wonder 





ef their fellows. But the very op- 
posite of this is more nearly correct. 


In the possession of this power tle 
Christian is not only conscious of very 
great personal weakness, but so com- 





plete is the death of nature that he 
is willing—and delays not—to do any 
work for the Master, big or little, 
great or small, popular or unpopular. 
And most persons need this power, 
not so much to qualify them for great 
work as to humble them down where 
they will be willing to do the little 
work best suited to their capacities, 
and which, after all, makes up the 
great work of every one’s life. Pos- 
sessed of the abiding -Comforter, 
and baptized with His mighty power, 
the humble believer finds -happiness 
more in doing the will of God, what- 
ever that will may be, than seeing re- 
sults, however extensive and sublime. 


This strength we are talking about 
is reached by faith. No amount of 
study, or travel, or labor of any kind 
that does not imply the requisite 
faith, will avail. Like pardon, regen- 
eration, or any other degree of saving 
grace, it is attainable by faith alone, 
and is found only in connection with 
complete, unreserved consecration to 
God. Any defection in the consecra- 
tion: enfeebles the faith, and conse- 
quently the spiritual power which _ is 
always equal with it. Jesus has said, 
“How can ye believe which receive 
honor one of another, and seek not the 
honor which cometh from God only.” 
Consequently, if this power be sought 
to enhance or’ advance our own repu- 
tation, or if the honor that cometh 
from others be consultéd, or if’ the 
purity of our motives in any other way 
be vitiated, our faith will be too much 
enfeebled to grasp the prize. “The 
honor which cometh from God only” 
must be sought. 

But ‘whoever surrenders himself 
fully to God, and in all earnestness 
and sincerity asks the gift of power 


to glorify Him alone, has a 
right to _ believe, irrespective of 
frames and _ feelings, that it is 


communicated to him; or rather it 
{s his duty to believe it given to him, 
and has no right to doubt it, but 
should proceed to his work assured 
that, in proper time and in a proper 
manner, it will be manifested, or his 
belief, in some way highly satisfactory 
to himself, will be changed into 
knowledge. 


This power may not always man- 
ifest to the human gaze. Not every one 
endued with this power, and  con- 
scious of its possession, is permitted 
to see its manifestations like D. L. 
Moody, Charles G. Finny and others. 
There are many obscure and silent 
workers, the manifestation of whose 
power ‘will not appear till the light 
of eternity breaks upon them. The 
poor widow whose endowment of 


! power enabled her to give all her 


living, though it was but two mites, 


‘did not do much in the sight of men, 


nor is it likely she did much in her 
own sight, nevertheless Jesus decided 
that she did more than all those rich 
Jews who came up from the great 
marts of the world’s trade and, on 
that memorable day of gifts, cast in 
of their abundance. That little act, 
of such magnitude in the Divine es- 


| timation as to give it an imperishable 


record in the Sacred Oracles, has been 
comforting the poor saints and en- 
riching the church for nearly nine- 
teen centuries, and will continue to do 
so while time endures. No doubt the 
widow felt blessed in the deed, and 
was conscious of a power to cast 
herself and her living at the Redeem- 
er’s feet, but had no idea of the 
widespread issues and extensive bear- 
ings of the act until she was carried 
by angels into Abraham’s bosom.
